GJ3JL 598(E) ♦—Whereas certain draft rules further 
to amend the General Grading and Marking Rules, L9&8, 
were published, as required by Section 3 of the Agricultural 
Produce (Gilding and Marking) Act, J 937 (1 of 1937), under 
thenodfication of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Department of Agriculture and Cooperation 
vr(feG,S,FL 259 dated 21st November, 2007 Lti th£ Gazette 
of India, Part Tl, Section 3. Sub-section (i) inviting 
objections and suggestions From persons likely to be 
affected thereby before expiry of the period of forty-five 


days from the date on which the copies of the said 
notification are made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said notification were 
made available to the public op 29th January, 2008, And 
whereas the objections and suggestions received from the 
public in respect of the said draft rules have been duly 
considered by the Central Government 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and 
Marking) Act, 1937, the Central Government hereby makes 
the following ruks > namely:— 

RULES 

1 ■ These rules may be called the General Grading and 
Marking (Amendment) Rules, 2008. 

2. In rule 2 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules),— 

(j) after clause (i) the following clause shall be inserted 
namely:— 

(ia) ‘best before* means the period within which the 
product should be consumed; 

(ii) for clause (E), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"(I) “certificate of agmark grading 11 means a 
certificate in specified proforma issued by an 
authorised officer of the Directorate of Marketing 
and Inspection or a person designated by the 
approved laboratory to i^sue the same in respect 
of agmark graded consignment meant for export", 

3. In rule 3 of the said rules, in stir-nil e(SX in clause 
(g), for the words "date of expiry 1 ’ the words “best before" 
shall be substituted. 

4. In rule 8 of the said rules* (he first proviso under 
sub-rule (2) shall be omitted. 

5. In rule 9 of the said reles, sub-rule (3) shall be 
omitted. 

6. In rule 10 of the said rules,— 

(i) for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

‘*(3) "use of agmark replka 11 in lieu of agmark 
labels shall be allowed only by such authorized 
packers to whom specific permission to this effect 
has been granted by the Agricultural Marketing 
Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this 
behalf, but such authorised packers, who have 
been holder of certificate of authorisation for at 
least two preceding years and during which their 
grading performance has been satisfactory and 
have used not less than fifty thousand agmark 
labels per annum shall not be required to take 
such, specific permission; provided that. 
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depending on die merit of individual ease or in a 
situation where the required kind of agmarir labels 
are not available in the Directorate for issue at 
any given point of time, these conditions may be 
relaxed by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser”; 

(ii)siftMule(4)sha]l be omitted; 

7. In rule 11 of tbe said rules, in sutwiile (4) for tbe 
words “date of expiry” the words “best before" shall be 
substituted; 

& In rule 15 of foe said rules, for sub^ules (IX foe 
following snWules shall be substituted, namely:— 

^1) Every consignment of a scheduled article 
graded and marked under the provisions of the 
Act, for expottshall be covered by a certificate of 
Agmark grading which shall be issued in 


prescribed form on request, to foe attftartod 
packer by an officer of the Directorate of 
Marketing and Inspection or a designated person 
Of a laboratory, authorised in this behalf by foe 
Agricultural Marketing Adviser.” 

9. In rule 19 ofthe said rules, m sub-role (4), in danse 
(eX for tbewords “expiry period 1 *,, the words, “best before”, 
shall be substituted
